plete plan of reorganization of the 
army is disclosed in general orders 
made public today prescribing tbe 
formation for all tactical units from 
divisions to armies. ' The' composi- 
tion of each division on the Euro- 
pean standard is prescribed and pro- 
vision is made for organization of all 
additional troops, into training bat- 
talions of 612 men to be used in any 
way found necessary. 


Designation of divisions by num- 


ber begins with the regular army di- 
vision now in France which has al- 
ready been reorganized on the basis 
of 19,000 men and additional bat- 
talions of attached troops. That is 
the First Division, United 
States 


Army. " Other regular divisions are 
numbered up to and including the 
twenty-fifth. 
This does not mean 


that 25 regular divisions are to be

Canadian Headquarters in France,

Of aW 'J* sacrifices that have been 


made, (out are being- made ur that will 
be made for our country iu this war, 
there is no sacrifice so heroic, so un- 
splflsh, so terrible, as the sacrifice of 
the mother who sends her son. in his 
strong, clean roung manhood, from the 
protecting influence of his home, with 
no one near to jruide or advise him save 
his military superiors-. 
Xo man can 


fully realize what this sacrifice me.ius. 
Only a mother's heart can understand. 


Of nil the responsibilities, in these 


hours of hoary responsibilities, that 
are laid upon the civilian heads of the 
army aud the nary, there is. after all. 
no responsibility more weighty, more 
solemn, more fraught with terrible re- 
sults If evaded, than this responsibil- 
ity of acting in a. mother's place toward 
these splendid youths on whom the na- 
tion rests its hope of existence. 


The yottng sailor or soldier of today 


will form no small part of the nation's 
very Jifeblood in the times of peace 
following. To consider now their moral 
as well as their physical '.veil being is 
not the narrow view; it is the broad 
view, the big, farsighted view of 
things. 1 have no patience with those 
who sneer at any attempt to'keep out 
young men as sound in mind «3 they 
are in body, to send them back as wor- 
thy to become the leaders of the nation 
in, times of peace as if they had not 
had the horrible experience of war, be- 
cause there Is no view so utterly one 
sided, so utterly uumilitary in the big- 
gest sense of the word, so ostrich-like, 
so entirely opportunistic, petty and 
contemptible, as the attitude which 
considers these boys as so much "can- 
non fodder," to be drilled with gnu and 
bayonet, to be taught to obey military- 
commands anil then through neglect 
of their moral well being to be thrown 
back upon then- country, after the war- 
debased in morals, broken in health, 
like so masiy squeezed oranges, a poi- 
son in our body politic, instead, of a 
strong, invigorating new life. That is 
the policy which those who are arguing 
that we should ignore matters of mo- 
rality would have us seriously consider. 


What "Military" Mean*. 


Those who prate that interest in this5 


matter is "unmilitary" show a "sad ig- 
norance of what "military" means. 
There is nothing so important from a 
military standpoint as the morale of 
the men. and morale and morals in the 
ion? run are synonymous. Nature in- 
variably punishes the offender against 
her laws by-disease. A sailor or a sol- 
dier to he efficient must be healthy; to 
bo healthy he must be clean living. A. 
man in the military service stricken by 
any of the diseases that follow excess. 
or unclean living is as.dead for mili- 
tary mirposes as if he was stricken by 
the *nemy"s~fire.- 


Napoleon has said that "'an army 


travels on its belly;" it is equally true 
that it fights with its soul. No arui.r 
of degenerates could wiu in the gruel- 
ing test of endurance of modern war- 
fare against an army of clean, fresh 
young manhood, with all their vi2»r 
of wind aud body unimpaired. Such is 
my belief, a'nd such. I know, is the be- 
lief of the secretary of war. 


So much for the'theory- What have 


we done in the navy and army to put 
this theory into practice? 


Newport a* an Example. 


Perhaps ilie practical example of 


Newport is the best answer—not that 
Newport was in any way a modern 
Sodom, not that it was « crying scan- 
dal of the nation, but ra»lier because it 
represented in its viewpoint anil its 
morals the careless indifference of so 
many of our cities toward those who 
nre strangers within their gates as to 
wjjat they «H«i to occupy their lime.

FORTY CAVALRYMEN 
HELD OFF BATTALION 
NEAR VERDUN SECTOR 


French Front, Julv 19.—(By the 


Associated 
Press ^Forty 
French 


cavalrymen were the heroes of one 
of the most brilliant feats of arms 
which stands out by itself among the 
innumerable stories of heroic .deeds 
of this war, during the German at- 
tack on June 20, on the French po- 
sitions around the Mort Homme, to 
the northwest of Verdun. These few 
men, who were in charge of a sharp 
salient whose point stuck far into 
the German position, not only held 
out against half a battalion of the 
famous German shock troops support- 
d by flame projectors, grenades and 
machine guns, as well as by one of 
he most intense artillery bombard- 
ments ever experienced, but beat 
hem back, after inflicting heavy 
osses en them. 


The German attack, preceded by a 


ombardment in which more than 
00 of their cannon rained shells on 
he French positions along a front 
f only about 1800 >ards, was led 
iy the model battalion of German 
hock troops, beaded by Captain 
Roehr himself, the inventor of the 
lew 
system 
of 
selecting 
special 


roops to make sudden strong rushes 
n the opposing positions. 
These 


hock troops, while their comrades 
were attacking the other part of the 
Drench line, came forward with an 
mpetuous rush onto tHe little salient 
eld by the 40 dragoons, since it was' 


Grape-N 


most important for the Germans t 
take that point if their attack was t 
be completely successful. 


The dragoons comprised two ser 
geanta, lour corporals and 30 pri 
vates. They could see the enemy ap 
proaching rapidly. Three squads o 
pioneers led the way, each equippe< 
with a flame projector 
throwing 


burning liquid before them as thej 
advanced. Behind them in the inter 
vals could be seen three squads ot 
hand-grenade throwers and still fur- 
ther in the rear a wave of ordinary 
infantrymen, carrying besides their 
rifles with fixed bayonets, spades for 
the purpose of organizing the French 
positions after they had captured it. 
Other lines could be seen dimly in 
the distance carrying sandbags and 
ammunition supplies. 


This overwhelming force did not 


affect the nerves of the dragoons, 
who belonged to the determined 
Breton 
race—their regiment, 
tha 


Twenty-foui th, is recruiting in Brit- 
tany—and had all participated in tn« 
cavalry fighting of the beginning of 
the war as well as many a battle in 
;he trenches. One of their sergeants 
took command 
Their rifles spoke 


out with rapid-fire and their portable 
machine gun worked unceasingly. 


Soon they saw Germans falling 


everywhere in front and the frontal 
attack on the salient wilted away. 
The Germans, however, were deter- 
mined to take the salient, and they 
nimediately organized a flank at- 
ack, 
but it was foreseen by the 


Drench sergeant who placed two of 
lis men kneeling on each traverse 
with three below in the trenches to 
upply them with grenades. 
Grad- 


lally, the Germans advanced as the 
frenchmen fell back wounded, but 
for each section of trench they were 
compelled to make a fresh fight until 
the Frenchmen had reitred for a dis- 
tance of 200 yards along the front 
trench 


It took three hours to make this 


progress and by that time the dra- 
goons had reached the opening to a 
communication trench leading to the 
rear. 
Here they decided to form a 


redoubt and make their last stand 


Just then the sergeant in charge 


of the dragoons noticed a relaxation 
in the German attack. He gathered 
all his remaining men together, made 
a dash forward, and in less than half 
an hour had reconquered <he entire 
salient and had taken four prison- 
ers. 
Hc.then hastily wrote a report 


and sent it to the rear: 


"Quiet 
has been restored and 


nothing has been lost.'"

ing companies -and battalions of the 
American army were also surprised
